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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-12 are currently pending in this application. 
Minor objections 

1 . A substitute specification including the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.125(a) because claims 4, 8 and 12 are amended in red ink with no instructions. 

A substitute specification filed under 37 CFR 1.125(a) must only contain subject 
matter from the original specification and any previously entered amendment under 37
